\long about now, a Displaced Ver- 
monter’s eye begins to get a funny gleam 
in it. Sooner or later, you can always 
tell, there’s going to be an urgent busi- 
ness reason for visiting the old home 
state—or the kids need a breather—or the 
steam-heated apartment is just too steam- 
heated. What it really boils down to (and 
we use the term advisedly) is a yen to 
see the far horizon, the snow-coated 
slopes and to latch onto a sugaring-off 
party. 

Now, in what they call spring skiing 
time, is the heyday of the running sap. 
Maple syrup season in Vermont—and 
New Hampshire and Massachusetts. 
Buckets on every maple tree, shining in 
the thin spring sun, are all the speeding 
traveler gets to see from the main high- 
way. But what he misses! Let him pen- 
etrate to the snow-covered hills, and he'll 
find the sugar houses, where clouds of 
fragrant steam wave come-hither plumes 
in the air. As he walks through the 
crunching snow he hears drip-drip-drip 
as the syrup drops from the spiles into 
the buckets, playing a springtime tune. 
When he approaches the sugar house he 
hears the crackle of the woodfire burning 
beneath the evaporator the voices of the 
people and the noise of the _ horses’ 
hooves in the packed snow on the trail 
above, as they bring the sledge down 
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from the maple groves on the upper 


slopes. 
The fires burn night and day, and 
these who work at it don't think of the 


whole thing as just fun, exactly. But the 
rest of us do. Join a sugaring party for 
sure this year. Even the traditional lunch 
has a maple (what else) flavor: eggs 
boiled in maple syrup, coffee, doughnuts 
dipped in fresh syrup, sour pickles and 
of course—maple syrup on snow. 

Those Vermonters that can’t think up 
a valid excuse for getting there do the 
next best thing. They have sugaring pat 
ties no matter where they are, even if 
that means California or Florida or some 
other foreign state. Hear tell that some 
of them even import Vermont snow—be 
cause of course the maple syrup tastes bet 
ter spread on the authentic brand. 

Here are some facts, for fact-lovers 
The sap goes uphill in the tree at high 
pressures, tests having revealed that some 
times the pressure is as high as 150 
pounds. The tree trunk is tapped by in 
serting a metal spout into a three-eighths 
of an inch hole, and a pail, holding 
about 12 quarts, is hung on the spout. 
Some of the bigger maples produce six 
pailsful a day. However it takes about 
27 gallons of sap to make a gallon of 


syrup, so all is not gold in them thar 


trees!

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Soon after the sap begins, there’s a 
feeling of spring in the air. The nights 
are frosty-cold, but the daytime sun is 
warm and happy. The first robin’s just 
around the corner, the ice is leaving the 
big lakes, with landlocked salmon, white 
fish and lake trout fishing coming up. 
Give us any season in New England—but 
especially give us spring! 

The Mad River Glen Association (Ver 
mont) says “Come in, spring, too,” and 
sings of corn snow and tanning sun, with 
snow promised well into May up high. 
It makes a long season and a gay one for 
the “Snow Corner” of New England. 

Did you ever stop to think about the 
travel business a a whole? Pretty much, 
like ‘Topsy, it just growed. Someone with 
a love ol food and a talent for 
making people comfortable set up an 
inn, eventually another one started up 
near by, and that was competition and 
all to the good. The big hotel boys got 
together long since, to discuss mutual 
problems (we, the travelers, are the big 
gest problems, chums) but what about 
the stillion small-hostelry owners? Well, 
there’s a movement afoot, and it’s grow 
ing. It’s called the Travel Host School, 
and it’s planned by the National Asso 
ciation of ‘Travel Officials. Here’s what 
happens: Any community that’s interest 
ed gets the plan. Local talent is drawn 
on to present lectures to all those inter 
ested. The purpose? To acquaint every 
citizen within earshot, not just those ac 
tively engaged in the business, with the 
importance to the community of the 
traveler. To wake up every individual to 
the potentialites of his own state and 
community.

QUERIES BY THE ORACLE 


Penn: Look here, just what were you 
trying to tell me about tobacco raising in 
Massachusetts? Do you think I am a half 
wit or how?

HUNTING

\t first it hobby, hunting up 
small water-power plants, taking pictures 
of them and trying to study out why 
they were located where | found them 
and what use was being made of them.

Someone got the bright idea that 
a working water wheel with a grist mill 
all nestled into the rock garden and with 
the water flowing over the wheel and 
into the pool would be the final touch 
needed in our back yard. 

The resulting wheel and mill, a com- 
posite of many old mills, is shown in 
one of the pictures.

Yet, even as a Crud, you nibbled con 
stantly at the gold and silver of philos 
ophy, art and poetry. Those strange men 
you drew, that long procession of them, 
horrible bony creatures, sitting half com 
ically, half tragically in pools of water or 
mud, were your expression of the Crud, 
meaning something that I dimly sensed 
and that you understood so clearly.

Harry P. McIntosh of Townshend, Ver 
mont, proprietor of Vermont Copper 
Craltters, is a man of hobbies. In order 
to pursue his love of making wood and 
linoleum engravings, he moved to Vet 
mont and established a flourishing busi 
ness in the designing and manufacturing 
of distinctive copper gifts. 

Ironically, the successful expansion of 
the copper crattwork has made such de 
mands upon his time that, for the pres 
ent, McIntosh is having to sacrifice some 
what the greater pleasures he finds in 
engraving 

Design and coppersmithing came nat 
urally to McIntosh and while in Cali 
fornia he was able to study at the Chou 
inard Art Institute in Los Angeles. Night 
school courses in design added to his 
background of knowledge in the field, as 
did practical experience acquired as a 
coppersmith in a Los Angeles shipyard 
during the war 
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yur copper gifts manufactured by Harry 
VM clntosh At the left ts a flower basket, at 


right a watering pot. In the center is one 


of his stlent butlers 
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Starting with copper foil in his spare 
time, he advanced to heavy copper, pur- 
chasing the tools as he went along. Sales 
of his own creations prompted McIntosh 
to set up for himself. He picked Ver- 
mont to escape the stiff competition of 
the large gift concerns in California. 

He first set up his copper business in 
Townshend village with a partner in 1946 
and in 1947 bought the partner out. In 
1948 he moved to an old farmhouse out 
side the village. 

Although he does not advertise his 
products as handmade, the features that 
make them distinctive are done by hand. 
Ihe few machines he uses are standard 
metal-working machines for rolling, cut 
ting and making preliminary patterns. 

Machines speed up these time-consum 
ing operations, making it possible to pro 
duce quantity sufficient to realize a profit 
from the enterprise. The shop, however, 
does not run on a mass-production basis. 
Each worker can do any of the opera 
tions and all of the copper is hand ham 
mered. To speed up the production of 
the smaller items, such as ash trays and 
letter openers, McIntosh employs molds 
which he has bought, or, in case of the 
ash trays, made himself from Kirksite, a 
hard metal with a low melting point suit 
able for this type of work. 

Most of the copper comes in plain 
sheets 36 by 96 inches in size. From 
these sheets the various designs are cut 


for the ash trays, serving trays, silent 
butlers, candlesticks, cigarette boxes, 
bookends, ice buckets, flower and fruit 


bowls, watering pots, candle holders, let- 
ter openers, snuff boxes and many other 
items. 

Large trays and bowls are hammered 
and formed on maple butts, the working 
ends of which have several impressions 
hewn out for the different shapes re 
quired. 

Cleaning of the finished products is 
done in a series of chemical baths. They 
are dipped successfully in a lye solution, 
water, sulphuric and nitric acid and a 
potassium cyanide bath. They are then 
dipped in a special oxydizing solution 
that gives the copper its dark color. After 
being dipped in hot water they are dried 
in a box of and then hand- 
rubbed with steel wool. A final lacquer- 
ing to preserve the finish and to add 
lustre completes the process.

A variety of cliches have been used 
to describe the modern home. One most 
frequently heard speaks of it as a “ma 
chine for living.” While this reference 
has a forbidding sound, it is not as in- 
accurate as the feeling it conjures for 
mechanical equipment represents about 
30% to 40% of the present cost of a small 
home. It can’t be denied that the house- 
hold is mechanized. 

Ihe determinng factor in the evolu- 
tion of home mechanics was not techni- 
cal progress alone. Sociological forces 
were to give shape to the form this evo- 
lution took. Several months ago we 
traced the development of the bath from 
the time when bathing was a regenerative 
experience and the bath itself the social 
center of the community until today 
when the bath is a tub occupying some 
1800 sq. in. of space on one side of the 
Ingersoll Unit, that compact and highly 
mechanical core combining all essentials. 

Now on the opposite side of this unit 
is the kitchen stove plus the contributing 
facilities compressed within a space no 
larger than a generous closet. It is the 
epitome of a modern kitchen. But as said 
before, not industrial development alone 
accounts for present kitchen characteris- 
tics. The “feminist movement,” woman’s 
fight for equal rights, has played an im- 
portant part. Then too the servant 
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problem is to be considered a contribut 
ing factor. Today it appears that only 
the well staffed kitchen can operate with 
equipment dating back to the turn of 
the century, the sort of kitchen where 
one can lose five minutes walking from 
iron stove to black iron sink. So it has 
happened that as our society became in 
creasingly labor-saving conscious, indus 
try and the designer took the opportunity 
to devise timesavers to fit more workable 
kitchen plans. 

Ihe stove is still the focal point of 
every kitchen. In one house just now in 
the design stage, the stove, an electric 
cooking unit built into a regular counter 
top, is actually an island surrounded by 
contributing facilities. Ovens at either 
end are suspended from the ceiling and 
are conveniently above stove level where 
one can check a situation without bend 
ing over. Beneath these ovens is counte1 
space to place hot pans, and then be 
neath stove and counter there is storage 
space. It works to perfection! 

If the stove is the focal point of the 
kitchen, then not so long ago it was the 
focal point of the house when food prep- 
aration was done on the open hearth. In 
fact, only in the 15th Century did new 
behavior concepts remove cooking from 
the living room. And then, like as not,

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if only to enjoy the economy of a single 
fire. Not until the advent of the fuel- 
conserving “heat-trap,” first in the form 
of an oven and then the cast iron range, 
could distinct separation of kitchen from 
the rest of the household be made. 

In this 19th Century development 
America led the way with a Chippendale 
of its own familiar to all of us—that 
highly embellished Gibralta whose legs 
are claws clutching balls of iron and 
whose every turn shouts solidarity of the 
home. 

For both aesthetic and functional rea- 
sons, Europx ins were reluctant to aban- 
don their tile ovens, painstakenly assem- 
bled piece by piece, but which gave a 
much more even heat while requiring a 
constant fire. 

Some Americans were too. Catherine 
Beecher, New England's own pioneer in 
domestic economy, observed, “we cannot 
but regret that our old steady brick ovens 
have been almost completely superseded 
by those ranges which are infinite in 
their capacities and forbid all general 
rules.” But Catherine Beecher implies 
that she too succumbed to this monster 
welcomed by everyone else—particularly 
by New Englanders to whom the iron 
range was a furnace as well as stove. Its 
appearance changed little. Undoubtedly 
the model with a thermometer on the 
face of the oven door was the Studebaker 
of its day. Development took the form 
of devising more devious ways by which 
the heat should travel before exhausted 
via the stack. 

As the 19th Century closed, gas as a 
cooking medium made an appearance. 


In this, as an economic necessity, the 
British led the way. But not until about 
1930 did the gas stove divorce itself from 
the coal or wood burner type and become 
a unit to be combined with other stand- 
ard fixtures of the kitchen. 

The electric stove gained popular ap 
peal just as the gas stove reached its tab 
le-top form. And then this stove too was 
to lag 10 years before presenting a unit

Northern Farm, A Chronicle of Maine, 
by Henry Beston; illustrated by Thoreau 
MacDonald. Rinehart & Co., N. Y., 1948. 
—Henry Beston lives “in the farm coun- 
try between the wide Kennebec and the 
Penobscot, on fresh water, yet only a lit- 
tle inland from the sea.”” The seasons visit 
upon his farm their utmost physical im- 
pact, and upon his perceptive mind their 
rarest poetic import. Northern Farm is 
an undated journal, proceeding in two 
parts: the events of the practical day, and 
Beston’s quiet distillations of beauty and 
reflection in his diurnal microcosm. 

The last two words are not intended as 
“purple writng,” but are precisely meant 
-Beston’s reflections again and again 2t- 
tain the “certain largeness” of which the 
English critic John Morley wrote in his 
famous definition of literature. 

One may junk, forthwith, most books 
by the back-to-the-farm intelligentsia, 
whose how-to-do-it-too directions have 
sent so many artistic dreamers howling
